If Alberta oper- 
ators got together and pressed for a 
preferential rate across the moutains, 
he could see no serious obstacle to 
its being granted. If Alberta coal could 
be transported to the coast by rail 
then it could be sent by boat to U.S 
coast points and enter into compcti- 
tion with the product south of the 
border.
